You might steer clear of the 
compact fluorescent bulb, though, 
because it can cost $8 versus only 
17 cents for an incandescent bulb. 
Howell warns against false econo- 
my. Assuming an average use of 
three hours per day, it costs $12 a 
year to run the incandescent bulb; 
the compact fluorescent, only $2. 
At the end of one year, says 
Howell, the “cheaper” bulb has 
cost $12.17, the alternative $10. By 
the end of the second year, with 
the bulbs already paid for, the 
total cost rises to $24.17 for old 
faithful versus only $12 for the

At 
first glance, he’s like the back- 
street boy next door — hip yet 
squeaky clean, Initial conversation 
gives you the impression that this 
kid’s just too nice to make it in the 
music business, this racket will 
chew him up and spit him out. 
However, forget about his appear- 
ance, stop pre-judging and just lis- 
ten to him, and it’s like an 
epiphany.

Jeff Haslam’s second play takes a closer look at 
the character who shares his own enthusiams

POKI TALKS, PARADOXICALLY, 
harbours a secret. 

I's not that this new show will 
deprive a hungry public of ; 
provocative details and salacious 
insights, drawn from the life of 
the startlingly frank raconteur, 
bon vivant, cultural critic and 
variety show host Poki Schvedtar. 
Indeed, though the somehow- 
European celebrity has flitted bril- 
liantly if evanescently before our 
adoring eyes for nearly a decade, 
documentary filmmaker Carole 
Lam will uncover the inner Poki, 
revealed partly in interview seg- 
ments with the local celebrities 
who think they know him best. 

No — the secret has more to do 
with the show’s conceptual ances- 
try than with any Schvedtarian 
modesty, says Jeff Haslam, the 
man who knows Poki best (wink, 
wink). It has been opined — prin- 
cipally by Wes Borg, whom 
Haslam describes as an indispens- 
able resource — that the show 
bore a certain kinship to the faux 
documentary Waiting for Guffman. 

But Poki’s creator explains that 
if Poki Talks has cinematic guiding 
light, it would actually be ... er... 
Reds. 

That's not the mall-based plea- 
sure den, of course, but the potent 


_ fusion of romance and revolution 


that is Warren Beatty’s 1981 epic 


bio-pic about radical John Reed. 


The flick, one of Haslam’s 
favourites, interleaved perfor-. 
mance and interviews with Reed’s 
contemporaries. Well that’s pre- 
cisely what you'll get from Poki 
Talks, except that you’ll also enjoy 
a healthy admixture of vaudeville. 
Haslam professes an enthusiasm 
for lots of stuff all the time, and 


that’s certainly been a keynote of 
Schvedtar’s tenure on Edmonton 
stages. 

Poki rose spectacularly, like a 
cross between a phoenix and a 
peacock, from the ashes of failure, 
says Haslam. Several hours into 
the second Soap-A-Thon improvi- 
sational marathon back in 1994, 
Haslam realized that the character 
that he'd carefully structured in 
advance had borne fruit: specifi- 
cally, a prodigious lemon. After a 
few dogged hours of tragic come- 
dy, in frustration he cast aside that 
character’s wig and donned 
another — a red, curly number 
bound for glory. 

Haslam decided on a first name, 
an accent and a predisposition — 
annoying. For an apposite sur- 
name, he turned to fellow per- 
former Dana Andersen, who reck- 
oned that annoying was best 
embodied by those unsolicited gift 
sweaters that no one likes to wear. 
(Haslam jabs himself in the chest, 
just to refresh your memory.) And 
lo, Poki Sweater was born, to the 
immediate delight of audience 
and colleagues, a hyper-verbal, 
stream-of-consciousness partici- 
pant in a bewildering, enchanting, 
frustrating world — one in which, 
for instance, one finds oneself at 
an ATM behind an insipid lost 
soul who seems to be trying to 
take out a loan, Haslam says 

Sweater ultimately euro-trans- 
mogrified into Schvedtar, and you 
can almost guess the rest. Poki 
spent a year on the Die-Nasty 
stage, then devoted four unbroken 
years of Saturdays to the Johnny 
and Poki'’s Variety Show, a caval- 
cade of diverse entertainments, 
including everything from home- 
making tips to a series of short 
plays written by nine-year-olds. 
So popular was the character that 
fans started bringing clothes to the 
theatre to supplement his ahead- 
of-its-time wardrobe. 

But that all came to a head in 
1999. Since then, Poki has resur- 


faced sporadically — a season 
launch here, a gig as Fringe mas- 
cot there. Keen not to give too 
much of Poki Talks away, Haslam 
is reluctant to explain why he’s 
decided to build a play around the 
character. He'd be hard pressed 
just to explain how he finds time 
to write. By the time this theatre 
season is over, Haslam will have 
been involved in eight produc- 
tions — like three seasons in one, 
he says. That year in review: 
@ Citizen Plate & Cocktails at 
Pam's (Fringe Festival). 

@ Mesa (Workshop West) 

@ On the Banks of the Nut (Teatro 
La Quindicina). 

@ Floyd Collins (Leave it to Jane) 

@ Eros and the Itchy Ant (Teatro 
La Quindicina). 

B Poki Talks (Teatro La 
Quindicina) 

@ The Odd Couple (Shadow 
Theatre/ Teatro La 
Quindicina) 

That's not including his first- 
ever appearance at the Street 
Performer’s Festival last summer, 
his weekly stint with Die-Nasty 
and his duties helping to put 
together the annual Sterling 
Awards ceremony. : 

And while Haslam’s popularity 
and ubiquity is nothing new, his 
16th season has been marked by 
the first productions of the actor’s 
Ww ork asa playw right, an ex pres- 
sion of his enthusiasm to try 
something new, a bit of a retreat 
from his being everywhere at 
once. He launched his new calling 
with the Fringe production Citizen 
Plate, about ultra-accommodating 
Ned Plate, and undoubtedly 
buoyed by the work’s reception, 
returns with Poki. 

Given that Haslam has played 
and improvised enough charac- 
ters to populate a small city, is 
there some quality that unites the 
less ephemeral ones? Haslam says 
that the survivors generally 
embody parts of him; in the case 
of Ned and Poki, opposite parts — 
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ALWAYS ON High on life, down on mediocrity, Poki Schvedtar reflects 


one of his creator’s extremes. 





the ones that crave stillness and 
flight, he says. Playing Poki makes 
for a kind of catharsis because the 
character is free to tell the truth 
about the little things that irritate 
all of us. But as with anything 
worth enjoying with reckless 
abandon, it’s important to main- 
tain the odd boundary, Haslam 
says — it’s hard for people to 
laugh if they’re uncertain as to 
whether they’re going to be 
exposed in public. 


So although Poki is decidedly 
franker than thou, his criticism is 
delivered in a spirit of tremen- 
dous love — and it’s easy to 
infuse the character with love, 
says the actor, because that’s the 
way he feels too. When Jeff 
Haslam talks about his colleagues 
and his community, he does it 
with such warmth, enthusiasm 
and generosity that you’re 
inclined to believe him.

“It’s light and happy as a work, 
but it’s not frivolous,” Baerg con- 
tinues, noting with some irony the 
contrast between this role and his 
last gig playing George ina recent 
Vancouver production of Of Mice 
and Men. “It's ultimately a work 
about relationships, with such a 
plethora of characters that there’s 
bound to be someone you'll iden- 
tify with.”

Oscar's Steakhouse & Deli 
advertises itself as “the best steaks 
in town.” Located next door to the 
Sherlock Holmes Pub in the for- 
mer home of thé Pacifi@'Fish Co., 
and right across the street from 
the venerable Hy’s Steak Loft, it’s 
a lofty claim indeed. And a claim 
that will need some tinkering if a 
recent visit there is anything to go 
by.

I could just picture the 
groaning plate piled high with 
shaved meat, rye bread (mustard 
only!), dill pickles, coleslaw and 
my choice of fries or potato salad. 
Alas, this too was unavailable due 
to a faulty “steam table.”

This becomes even more 
important when entree prices 
start hitting the $30-and-up mark 
with the addition of a crab leg or 
two. Other surf-and-turf style 
dishes are offered with shrimp 
and lobster. Diners can also 
choose from ribs and chicken. 
Unless you count seafood as a 
non-meat, there are no vegetarian 
entrees. 

The wine list is adequate with a 
handful of both red and white. 
Wine arrives at the table already 
de-corked. Evidently in a quiet 
room there is no time for the time- 
consuming formality of a tasting. 
Again, for those diners who might 
otherwise be left in the dark, the 
cocktail list helpfully spells out 
the exact ingredients in drinks 
like a Monkey’s Lunch or a 
Bloody Mary. It’s straight out of 
Dad’s basement rec room bar in 
the ‘70s, with decor to match. 
Lastly, although the service is 
haphazardly friendly and cheer- 
ful, we are asked to pay before 
finishing our meal. Needless to 
say, we didn’t sample coffee and 
dessert.

Why hot heroes turn out cranks 


IN AN INTERVIEW WITH 
CNSNEWS.COM, Bob Knight, the direc- 
tor of The Culture and Family Institute, 
a right-wing religious group in the U.S., 
complains that kids are exposed to 
porn through comics because they are 

“chock full of nudity, homosexuality, 
violence, and demonic portrayals.” Oh,

“He could fly, he was a 
hottie and yet sensitive,” the executive 
assistant writes. “He could protect you, 
and beat up all the bad guys. What a 
boyfriend! | wanted to be Lois Lane 
working at the Daily Planet. 
Unfortunately, | didn’t go into journal- 
ism and the only men around me that 
fly are tired salesmen on cheap flights 


~ to Cincinnati.” 


Which is why, even as adults, we 
could probably all use a superhero fan- 
tasy once in a while.
